By May, says David Mole 
of NCT, 6,700 tickets have 
been sold, and the partners 
are having to sponsor the 
service from their own busi- 

Mole has been to the town 
with two requests. 

First, he is hoping for a 
cash injection of $15,000 to 
keep the service going, at 
least until September. 

But more important, he 
hopes to work with the town 
on a “holistic and sustain¬ 


able transportation model" 
that wouldn’t rely on going 
back to local businesses, 
pleading for sponsorship. 

He envisions the creation 
of a transportation system 
that includes the Old Town 
service for tourists and a 
community shutde for sen¬ 
iors, students and even 
those who work in the Old 
Town, with a link to the 
highly-discussed intermu¬ 
nicipal system that would 
connect at the Glendale 
Campus of Niagara College. 

Such a system would help 
create Jobs, attract more 
families and businesses to 


NOTL, and relieve residents 
of the burdens of transport¬ 
ing elderly, immobile, or ill 
family members or friends. 

A simple solution for 
funding the service would 
be to use some of the rev¬ 
enue from the buses drop¬ 
ping off tourists and parking 
at Fort George, and from the 
Old Town parking meters, 
Mole suggests. 

He has met with the 
town’s chief administrative 
officer, and found him very 
supportive.

Talks about community shuttle resurface 


t was a different time, and a dif¬ 
ferent council, when public 
transportation was last dis¬ 
cussed. 

A report on the need, cost and 
possible options for transportation 
was presented just before the last 
municipal election, and it quickly 
became obvious that it was the 
issue of the campaign that could 
win or lose votes. 

Every single candidate talked 
about transportation as a priority. 

But then the election was over, it 
was back to business as usual and 
we haven’t heard a word since, 
except for some indignation that 
the intermunicipal transportation 
pilot project at the regional level 
will not, at this point at least, con¬ 
nect with NOTL. 

Meanwhile, two local business¬ 
men put together a system that has 
been more popular than they 
imagined it could be—but it relies 
on die generosity of other busi¬ 
nesses, and that can’t continue 
indefinitely. 

It seemed, with such strong assur¬ 
ances from candidates, that it 


would only be a matter of time 
before the town got involved in a 
partnership that would provide 
some level of transportation. One 
of the options discussed was a reg¬ 
ular shutde with a fixed route and 
schedule, and a taxi to pick up 
those not covered by the route. 

But instead, nothing. No report, 
no discussion, no mention in the 
budget, no solution other than the 
private service which works won¬ 
derfully well, but requires a sub¬ 
sidy to continue. 

It’s time—actually it’s long past 
time—for the town to step up to 
the plate and be involved. 

The model proposed, encompass¬ 
ing the Old Town tourist service, 
the community shuttle and a con¬ 
nection to intermunicipal transit, 
seems logical. Paying for it with 
parking revenue seems a natural. 

Maybe there's a flaw in the model, 
maybe there are other options or 
proposals, but at the moment, 
there is no discussion. Let’s get 
those talks moving. We’d like to see 
the debate begin when council 
resumes in July.

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Parliament Oak students release butterflies, shed tears in memory of Porter 


Thursday was a difficult 
day at Parliament Oak, but 
one that hopefully will pro¬ 
vide comforting memories, 
and allow a local family to 
know that many people hold 
them in our hearts. 

Students and staff at the 
Old Town school have creat¬ 
ed a butterfly garden in mem¬ 
ory of their student and class¬ 
mate who died in a tragic 
accident last January. 

“When 1 think of words to 
describe a butterfly, words 
such as beautiful, inquisitive, 
happy, and playful come to 
mind. These are all words 
that would describe our 
friend Porter Simpson,” said 
principal Charlene Hadfleld. 

Sweet litde Ella Bums, 
Porter's best friend, read a 
poem about butterflies: “A 
butterfly lights besides us like 
a sunbeam. And for a brief 
moment its glory and beauty 
belongs to the world. 

But then it flies once again, 
and though we wish it could 
have stayed, we feel so lucky

to have seen it” 

The primary choir sang a 
beautiful song about dreams, 
about dreaming of a different 
ending, of living years togeth¬ 
er, “but there are dreams that 
cannot be and there are 
storms we cannot weather." 
Heart-wrenching words from 
those so young, about one so 
young. 

An inukshuk in the outdoor 
garden of the school beckons 
visitors to a lovely bench, just 
large enough for two to sit 
side by side, enjoying the but¬ 
terfly garden planted this 
spring by Porter's teacher and 


classmates. The bench 
resembles a pile of books, 
chosen because Porter had 
developed a love of reading. 

A plaque will act as a perma¬ 
nent reminder of the impact 
the engaging Grade 2 student 
had on all who knew him. 

Facing King Street, the 
bench is in a location that 
Porter's family passes often as 
they jog by, said his mom 
Deanna Simpson. She and 
his dad, Ian Irving, watched 
Porter’s sister Aila, brother 
Oliver and his Grade 2 friends 
release butterflies into the 
garden, setting them free to 
fly away, though they might 
have wished them to stay. 

Each student had planted 
something that will continue 
to attract butterflies, to 
remind those who see one of 
the delicate winged creatures 
to stop and think of Porter. 

The young students of 
Parliament Oak, and some 
Butler students who also pre¬ 
sented a touching tribute, 
learned a lesson about loss at 


much too early an age when 
they lost their friend this win¬ 
ter. 

Last week, they learned 
another. 

While it’s sometimes hard 
for us, children or adults, to 
know what to say, to find the 
right words, the very best we 
can do for Porter’s family is to 
remember him, whether it's 
to sing a song that makes us 
think of him, to recite a 
poem, to watch for a butterfly 
so that we see Porter, and to 
allow those who grieve for 
him to cry. We must remem¬ 
ber to hold him, and others 
who are lost to us, forever in 
our hearts, and also to be 
willing to share our loss. 

It was a beautiful, thought¬ 
ful ceremony. Of course there 
were tears, for Porter, for his 
grieving family, for ourselves 
in our grief and for others, 
too, who are suffering the 
heartache of loss. But they 
were good tears. They remind 
us of those we want to 
remember.

One of the last wishes of 
a selfless, independent 
and caring man was ful¬ 
filled Tuesday, with a gen¬ 


erous bequest left to the 
local branch of Amnesty 
International. 

Retired farmer Thomas 
Crosthwait, or Philip, to 
those who knew and loved 
him, left behind $80,000 
for Amnesty International 
Group 137 in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. He also left 
donations to his church 
and other organizations 
which were important to 
him. 

Although he passed 
away in 2009 at the age of 
97, Crosthwait’s final 
wishes have now just been 
ful fi lled. 

Crosthwait’s grand¬ 


daughter, LeeAnna 
Colonna presented the 
cheque at the group’s 
monthly meeting at St. 
Mark’s Church Parish Hall 
Tuesday. 

Most of the funds will be 
passed along to the 
group’s national head¬ 
quarters in Ottawa, where 
the donation will go 
toward funding interna¬ 
tional human rights inves¬ 
tigations and campaigns. 

The donation, which 
surprised members of 
Amnesty International 
Group 137, comes from a 
man who spent his life 
dedicated to helping 


other people. 

Crosthwait’s grand¬ 
daughter describes him as 
a man who had a passion 
for human rights, and who 
was recognized by every¬ 
body in the community. 

The donation was very 
important to the human 
rights activist, says 
Colonna—Amnesty and 
the St. Davids Lions Club 
were always near and dear 
to his heart. 

Once a week, 
Crosthwait, along with fel¬ 
low Amnesty members, 
would write letters to gov¬ 
ernments around the 
world on behalf of people 


who were unjustly impris¬ 
oned because of their 
political or religious 
beliefs. 

Colonna recalls her 
grandfather showing her 
photographs of people in 
other countries who have 
been affected by what 
Amnesty International 
stands for. 

“He taught me a lot and 
he gave me a real eye- 
opener about life." 

Crosthwait’s dedication 
and passion for aiding 
others didn’t stop there. 

Rarely missing a meet¬ 
ing, Crosthwait spent 40 
years as a member of the 


St. David’s Lion’s Club. He 
remained an active mem¬ 
ber of the club until the 
day he passed away. 

"He would do his best to 
be at meetings and voice 
his opinions to what he 
felt was right." 

He was a volunteer for 
the St. Saviour’s Anglican 
Church, the Canadian 
National Institute of the 
Blind, the Senior Citizens 
Association and he served 
as a devoted Big Brother 
for the Big Brothers/Big 
Sisters organization.

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It’s a love story and a laugh 


Candida at Shaw 
Festival Theatre 
marks 50 years 
since its first per¬ 
formance at the 
Court House.

It's a love story, it's a 
laugh, and It’s also a little 
preachy. 

But that’s part of its 
charm. After all, Candida is 
the story of a woman who is 
loved by two men. 

One is a guileless young 
poet, the other her preacher 
husband, who Is just as 
smitten—with his wife, with 
socialism, and with himself. 
He is much better at sermo¬ 
nizing than he is at commu¬ 
nicating—the one glaring 
fault of an otherwise ador¬ 
ing husband in what seems 
like an ideal marriage. 

But along comes Eugene 


Marchbanks (Wade Bogert- 
O'Brien), who can't keep his 
devotion to the preacher's 
wife to himself, and seems 
determined that Candida 
(Claire Jullien), once aware 
of his affections, will find 
him a much more suitable 
lover than her overpowering 
husband, Reverend James 
Morell (Nigel Shawn 
Williams). The first person 
he chooses to share this 
information with is, surpris¬ 
ingly, the husband. 

Morell, though he 
appears to find some 
humour in the notion that 
his wife might be attracted 
to a such a young whipper- 
snapper, isn’t entirely confi¬ 
dent of her loyalty—she 
seems to enjoy stringing 
along the love-struck 
Marchbanks. 

While of course there is 
nothing funny about even 
the contemplation of adul¬ 
tery—in this case a husband 
handing his wife over to her 
suitor to test her faithful¬ 
ness—there is of course 
Shaw’s wit infusing humour 
in the situation, and exag¬ 


gerated in this particular 
production thanks to the 
colossally clumsy energy 
Bogert-O’Brien, who is 
endearingly naive while at 
times even more pompous 
than the pompous preacher. 

Candida is a reprise of the 
four performances over four 
weekends of the Shaw 
Festival’s first season, the 
first full-length production 
staged by amateurs in the 
Court House during the 
summer of 1962. 

First produced in 
Scotland in 1897, Candida 
returns for the sixth season 
at the Shaw—1962, 1970, 
1983,1993 and most recent¬ 
ly in 2002, when artistic 
director Jackie Maxwell 
directed her first Shaw play. 

Tadeusz Bradecki stepped 
in to direct the 2011 produc¬ 
tion, returning from Poland 
to take over after the unex¬ 
pected death of Gina 
Wilkinson, with help from 
Maxwell in the intervening

"We have all tried, as only we 
could, to remain faithful to her 
vision of the play," Bradecki 
explains in the playbill, by stay¬ 
ing with the "realistic theatre” 
of Shaw.

In 1827, FitzGibbon wrote 
of her bravery: "The weath¬ 
er on the 22nd day of June, 


1813 was very hot, and Mrs. 
Secord, whose person was 
slight and delicate, 
appeared to have been and 
no doubt was very much 
exhausted by the exertion 
she made in coming to me, 
and I have ever since held 
myself personally indebted 
to her for her conduct upon 
that occasion..." read MPP 
Kim Craitor, celebrating her 
heroism.
